Seeking Redress for Nikola Tesla 


His admirers say that Americans have ignored 
the most important rival ot Edison and Marconi

Few people in America know about 
lesla. an electrical engineer and irvcn- 
toi ol the lau l'*th and cum an}. tun 
nes He was horn in IN.V> in C roalia now 
part of Yugoslavia, and spent most ol’hts 
adult life in New York City. He was 
doubtless a genius and decided I \ an ec¬ 
centric, Tesla arrived penniless on 1 he 
docks in New York in IS84 and died him 
as poor in his room at the New Yorker 
hotel in 1943. Yet during (he intervening 
years he created machines and sketched 
out ideas that later proved critical for the 
distribution of electricity, radio commu¬ 
nication, and even—some claim—for 
modern electronic weaponry.* 

For a time. Tesla was adopted bv the 
highest of high society. J. Pierpont Mor¬ 
gan befriended him and gave him monc\ 
to conduct electrical experiments on 
Long Island. But Tesla died in relative 
obscurity, and memory of him seems to 
have followed him to the grave 

Now. in the 125th year after Tesla's 
birth, some admirers arc trying to refur¬ 
bish his reputation. The Tesla Memorial 
Society and the Yugoslav embassy 
scheduled the showing of a film on Tesla 
at the National Academy of Sciences on 
20 October. The Smithsonian Institution 
has put together an exhibit. Other events 
to gain wider recognition of Tesla's work 
are planned for next year. A former 
chairman of the House public works 
committee, John Blatnik, has been influ¬ 
ential in gening some of these projects 
started. He has persuaded friends in 
Congress, and through them, the Postal 
Commission, that it would be a good idea

M.u coni's company 
claimed that the l’ S. government had 
infringed on patents m producing radios 
during World War I. Justice Department 
attorneys argued the other side, saying 
that the patents were not binding since 
the concepts had been included in earlier 
applications. 

The decision came on 21 June 1943 
Marconi's patent for "a structure and 
arrangement of four high-frequency cir¬ 
cuits with means of independently ad¬ 
justing each so that all four may be 
brought into electrical resonance with 
one another" was held to be “invalid 
because anticipated." The court ruled 
that three inventors, including Tesla, had 
covered the basic principles of Marco¬ 
ni's system in patents filed several years 
before Marconi filed his 

There is a more controversial priority 
dispute than this, however. Who should 
be called the lather of the modern electri¬ 
cal power system? Should it be Thomas 
Edison, who patented the light bulb and 
lends his name to some of the largest and 
oldest utility companies in America? No. 
Tesla's admirers say. It was Tesla who 
invented the first alternating current gen¬ 
erator and sold it to a power company at 
Niagara Falls, to be installed at the 
world's first hydroelectric plant. The de¬ 
cision to adopt alternating current made 
it possible to transmit electricity over 
long distances and power both lights and 
motors from ihe same lines Although 
others m:iv have grasped the principle of 
alternating viincni generate!' and mm 1 
tors at about the same lime. Tesla was 
clearly the lo.tdci in patenting and devel¬ 
oping the concept admirers sty 

Ironically, one of the most formidable 
obstacles l esla encountered was Edison 
himself. Edison, then famous and powei- 
lul. insisted that a s\ stem based on alter¬ 
nating current would be dangerous and 












ought to be avoided at all costs. It would ' 
be fur safer. Edison argued. 10 rcl\ on 
direct current, just as he did in the small 
power plant he owned and operated in 
Manhattan. Edison went so far as to 
suggest that experimenting with alternat¬ 
ing current should be made illegal in 
order to protect public health and safety. ^ 
Nevertheless, Tesla's system was in- < 
stalled at Niagara Palls in 18%. and 
interest in Edison's direct current sys¬ 
tem faded rapidly. 

Frank Jenkins, a vice president of 
Duke Power in Charlotte, North Caroli- • 
na, looked into Tesl.Ys career in writing 
a paper for a symposium in 1975. He 
found, he says now, that "Tesla has had 
far more impact on the United States and 
the world than Edison. What wc have in 
terms ofpowergeneration, transmission, 
distribution, the basic elements that 
make up our use and applications of 
electric energy—the vast majority stems 
directly out of Tesla’s contributions." 
Jenkins says it is unfortunate that Tesla 
has not been given more attention, and * 
he thinks that Tesla's battle with Edison . 
may have done long-term damage to his 
reputation. 

Understandably, Tesla's admirers 
claim things for him that many historians 
of science will not grant. There is no 
question, however, that his work on al¬ 
ternating current systems was a major 1 
contribution to industry and the greatest 
practical achievement of his career. Tes¬ 
la himself showed little interest in devei-. 
oping these inventions for commercial- 
application; that he left to his partner,' 
Edward Wcslinghousc. (Westinghouse, ] 
nearly bankrupt, eventually found it nec-. 
cssary to make a deal with his chief 
competitor. General Electric, swapping 
Tesla’s patents for others held by GE.) 

Tesla went off to conduct experiments 
with high-frequency resonances in coils.. 
Vie also developed a specialty he called' 
■'leloiuiiomalics,** inventing machines 
that could bo given commands by a re-* 
mote transmitter. In 1897, the year Mar¬ 
coni look out a U.S. patent for the 
wireless, lesla built a model boat that 
could be steered and made to fire explo¬ 
sives by remote control. He also devel¬ 
oped a radio-guided torpedo. 

Tesla’most spectacular experiments- 
were earned out in 1899 at Colorado 
Springs.

Postal Dept. To 
Issue Tesla Stamp 

Croatian Immigrant Nikola Tesla, whe 
developed both theories and practical ap 
plications for alternating current, will be 
honored with an Issuance of a U.S. com 
memorattve stamp In 1963. 

Linn's Stamp News reported that news of 
the planned commemorative first appeared 
In the Congressional Record, In which U.S. 

• Representative Henry J. Novak of New York 
Indicates that he had received a commitment 
. from Postmaster General William F. Boiger 
"that a Nikola Tesla commemorative stamp 
will be issued In 1983." 

The Tesla tribute Is considered for a possi¬ 
ble block of four honoring various American 
Inventors, according to a spokesman for the 
U.S. Postal Service. 

To be Included In the block of four will also 

• be Inventors Edwin Howard Armstrong, Philo 
-T. Farnsworth and Chartes P. Stelnmetz. 

- Tesla, a-native of Smlljan, Croatia, was 

- bom from a family of Serb orthodox descent. 

“ He came to America in 1884 and became a 

• U.S. citizen In 1891. 

He first found employment in America 
with Thomas Edison, but their differing back¬ 
grounds and Ideas fed to a split In 1085, 
Tesla sold his patent rights to'alternating 
‘ current transformers and motors to Westing- 
house Electric Co. 

Ironically, this led to a major power strug¬ 
gle concerning Edison's direct current (DC) 
power systems and Tesla’s alternating cur- 
, rent (AC) systems. 

As most power systems worldwfde are 
AC, it Is apparent that Tesla’s theories and 
.equipment proved more practical. Tesla also 
Invented the Tesla coil In 1691 — a device 
still In use In many radios, televisions and 
other electrical equipment. 

Westlnghouse used Tesla's power 
systems to Illuminate the 1893 Columbian- 
Exposition In Chicago. That successful 
demonstration also led to a power plant at 
Niagara Falls, which generated power for the 
area by 1896. 

Tesla was regarded as an eccentric 
genius, arriving In America with plans for a 
flying machine and providing the basis for 
’much modern day electronic theory and ' 
equipment, \ •
